The public schools of the country hav 
at various times had many serious indict- 
ments brought against them, but the 
charge contained in the appended let- 
ter is, perhaps, the gravest of all, says 
The London Express. 

That it should be possible for school 
boys to carry on a money lending bdusi- 
ness not only suggests laxity on the 
part of the authorities, but also a low 
state of morality among the boys them- 
welves. 

The Express has received from a cor- 
respondent the following letter, which 
presents the case clearly:

He fg a gort of guid- 
ing star, and the others are prompt to 
admit that they have patterned after 
the methods of the first-bale man with 
the best possible results to themselves. 
Among the white people of the county 
he has hundreds of friends, and these 
have rejoiced with him in his success, 
His signature is good for thousands at 
the banks of Albany, and no business 
mean in the county is more scrupulously 
honest than this negro farmer. 

He lives with his family in a splendid 
dwelling on his farm. ‘Until a few years 
ago his home was in a log cabin; but he 
feels that now he can afford to be com- 
fortable and provide comfort and con- 
veniences, for his wife and childr He 
intends to continue to market the first 
bale in Georgia as long as he continues 
to farm.

Of necessity a pen and ink drawing 
does faint justice to this relic of ‘“‘the 
universal master,” which competent crit- 
les have pronounced fully equal to his 
world-famed portrait of Charles V, which 
is one of the most prized art treasures 
of Spain. The canvas measures about 2% 
feet across by 4 feet in length. The 
poet is represented against a middle 
green-gray background and leaning upon 
a stone balcony or parapet.

DEATH OF CHARLES F. CLARE. 


President of Bradstreet Company 
Dies While in London. 

New York, September 3—Charles Fin- 
ney Clark, president ot the Bradstreet 
Company, died in London, England, to- 
day of heart failure, presumably caused 
by an attack of indigestion. 

Mr. Clark was born in Preble, N. Y., 
on August 30, 1836. He was the son of 
the Rev. Gardiner Clark, was educated 
at Homer, N. Y., academy, and studied 
law in the office of Crane & Wesson, 
of Detroit. For a time he published 
a city directory and was associated with 
Carl Schurz in the publication of the 
Detroit Post. Mr. Clark, however, found 
his life work in the development of 
Firadstreet’s Mercantile Agency, being 
successively superintendent of the Phil- 
adelphia, Detroit and Boston offices, and 
general manager with headquarters at 
New York. The business was incorpor- 
ated in 1876 as the Bradstreet Company, 
Mr. Clark becoming secretary and later 
president. He was vice president of the 
Washington Trust Company, a director 
of the American Cotton Oil, Niagara 
Falls Power and Cataract Construction 
companies. 

He was a member of many social and 
business clubs, among them being the 
American Geographical Society and the 
Union League and Metropolitan Clubs.

| A great advantage of the portable 
house for summer outings is that it can 
‘be used every year in a different place, 
A family may have a change of scene 
every season. 

The cost of a portable house varies from 
$50 to $500, and is about one-third less 
than that of a house of the same size 
built by a carpenter. 

As summer cottages they meet the 
needs of those who want to spend the 
summer in the country, but who cannot 
afford to own a house and lot, or to 
rent an expensive country home. It is 
an easy matter to hire a small plot of 
ground, either at the seashore or in the 
mountains, at a low cost, and spend the 
summer in one of these houses. The 
-ost of transportation by freight is not 
great, for they can be packed into a very 
small space, each part being flat. They 
are not so plain as one might suppose, 
for many of them have plazzas, or wings 
which may be added if desired. 

T know of such a house in which a fam- 
ily of four have spent their summers at 
the seashore for several years. The 
house is divided into five rooms—one 
used as a living room, three of the oth- 
org @@ bedrooms and one as a kitchen. 

In the first place, the house cost them 
about $200, the transportation about $10, 
and they pay the landowner $50 a year 
for the privilege of putting up the house 
for the summer. They find it much 
cheaper than boarding, and much more 
comfortable than camping In a tent. In 
the winter the house is either left stand~ 
ing or packed away in a neighboring

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, September 3.—The New York 
Financier this week says: 

“One of the most striking features -of 
the official statement of the New York 
associated banks last week was the much 
larger decrease in cash than was esti- 
mated on the basis of the traceable move- 
ments of money during the week, the loss 
being $7,426,700, while the estimates 
showed a decrease wrt $2,127,000. This 
discrepancy is partly explained, however, 
by taking the figures for two weeks. In 
the week ending August 26 the estimates 
indicated a loss of $4,872,700 cash and 
the statement a deerease of $1,804,600. 
Last Week there was an estimated loss 
of $2,127,000, while the statement showed 
a decrease of $7,426,700. The totals of 
the two weeks indicate an estimated loss 
of $6,999,800 and the officially reported 
decrease was $8,511,300, leaving a dis- 
crepancy of $1,517,500, which may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that estimates 
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harvesting | 


are based upon actual movements, while 
the bank statement figures represent 
averages, and the fact also appears that 
the withdrawals of cash from the banks 
were the iargest in the last few days of 
tae week. The general deposits increased 
$9,781,200, carrying this into the highest 
on record. The reserve. was increased 
through the gain by deposits by $2,445,- 
300, which sum, added to the decrease in 
cash, made $9,872,000 and the reduction 
in surplus reserve to $47,503,400. Com- 
puted on the basis of deposits, less those 
of $23,364,500 public funds, the surplus is 
$53,344,525. The statement made a fairly 
g00d proof, the sum of the increase in 
ioans, less the decrease in cash, being

This company agrees to construct the

sthey are falsified by the official fizures 


themselves, and sneedily forgotten. Sure- 
ly it is not reasonable to assume that 
their occasional agreement !s proof of a 
leak. 

“The secretary of agriculture fs alwavs 
ready to investigate any charge of this 
kind if it is accompanied by substantial 
@vidence or testimony: but the means 
adopted to safeguard the figures during 
Rhe short time that elapees between 
their being arrived at and their promul- 
gation renders a leak impossible, and the 
mere coincidence of figures, as in this 
case, amounts to nothing in itself.’

A meeting of the executive council 
has been called for September 12 and 
the members cannot attend a meeting 
earlier, Several of them are away from 
their headquarters, some of them nearly 
1,500 miles away to make Labor day ad- 
dregses next Monday. It would have 
been a pleasure to me if I might have 
complied with the request of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, but you will read- 
ily see how utterly impossible is such 
& course. The strike of the butcher 
workers has received and is receiving my 
most watchful care, and I would be 
pleased to do anything in my power, and 
I know my colleagues of the council 
would join me in this expression if I 
could be of any service in the interest of 
our fellow-workmen.”’ 

“The American Federation of Labor,’ 
said Secretary Nichols, “has no power 
to call strikes. It could recommend sym- 
pathetic strikes.”’

American Delegates Acting al 
Swells in’ London, 


English Labor Chiefs Are Astonished 
at the Style Put on by the Dele- 
gates from the United States. 
.Coming International 
Trades Congress. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 3.—English labor 
leaders are astonished at the style Amer- 
lean delegates are able to maintain when 
they arrive on this side. They put up 
at the most luxuriant hotels and it is 
estimated thwt their expenses during 
their sojourn here run into a higher fig- 
ure than the total of the emoluments 
received in twelve months by any of the 
English labor leaders. 

The annual international trades coen- 
gress takes place in Leeds the first week 
in September, and-it is stated that a 


greater number of American delegates | 


will be present than has ever been seen 
at the English congress before. John 
Mitchell has been here for some weeks, 
and Messrs. Ryan and Driscoll have just 
arrived, They are al! staying at the Ho- 
te] Russell, which ranks in the same 
class with such luxurious caravansaries 
as the Cecil, Carlton or Savoy hotels. 
Mitchell will represent the American min- 
ers and Ryan and Driscoll the National 
Federation of Labor. Several other la- 
bor representatives will reach London 
in the course of the next week or two. 

Hitherto the United States has been 
Satisfied with sending two delegates only. 
The trouble with the coal miners in both 
countries and the meat strike in America 
are sald to be responsible for the in- 
crease in the representation. Workers in 
the meat trade in England have never 
yet been organized, and it is believed to 
be the intention of the American dele- 
gates to bring them into line with the 
American workers in this particular 
trade. If they succeed, it is probable the 
combination will cause a crisis in the 
meat trade between England and Amer- 
ica that will require very cateful hand- 
ling. It would be alfficult to replace 
the present workers in the meat trades 
in England by free or non-union labor 
if the former decided to go on strike. 
They are usually recruited from the very 
roughest section of the working classes 
and once aroused it would require the 
whole of the police in London to keep 
them in check. There have been a few 
efforts to organize the meat workers dur- 
ing the last week or two In consequence

Suflers $800,000 Fire Loss 


Many Large Establishments Are De-. 
stroyed by the Terrific Confla- 
gration Which Started in the 
Oliver Finney Grocery

Memphis, Tenn., September 3.—Fire on 
Front street, in the heart of the whole- 
sale district, at an early hour today, 
approximating in 
value $800,000. The fire originated in 
the Oliver Finnie grocery, from an un- 
known cause, completely destroying the 
stock and building of the firm. The 
building on the north of the Oliver 
Finnie Company, occupied by John De- 
nies Sons, stored with lime, was partial- 
ly crushed by falling walls. The Mem- 
phis Paper Company suffered a like fate 
and was partially burned, 

The building of W. F. Early & Co., 
wholesale commission merchants, was 
partially burned. The rear of the build- 
ing of J. T. Ferguson & Co., wag burn- 
ed, entailing a heavy loss. A _ state- 
ment made by three of the largest hold- 
ers of policies on the stock and build- 
ing wags to the effect that the insurance 
would not amount to more than §300,- 
000, and that the Oliver Finnie loss would 
between $400,000 and $500,000.

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THE INTERSTATE.COMMERCE — 
COMMISSION IS A NATIONAL FARCE 

It is seldom that anybody who is not a railroad official mentions the 
name of the interstate commerce commission without a smile of skepticism, 
if not of derision. 

The interstate commerce commission is a humbug on its face. It is organ- 
ized to be innocuous. It is a bluff and blind to deceive the credulous wit” 
the simulated supervision by the government of the equities between the ship- 
per and the common carrier, whereas it supervises nothing, determines noth- 
ing, does nothing—but draw its salary. It is like the veteran of the Spanish 
war, who got no further south than Florida, where— 

“The Spanish troops defyin’, 
I laid in camp and courted death, 
Drew my pay and drew my breath, 


And now I draw a pension.” 7 
The interstate commerce commission as at present constituted shou 


be either strengthened or abolished, if for no other reason than because it 
has ceased to fool anyone. The inherent impressiveness of its name has 
degenerated to the plane of the nursery bear that never materialized at the 
childish cry. To say we will refer a palpable injustice or extortion of trans- 
portation to the interstate commerce commission, is to make the railrads 
laugh—in their sleeve. Their face is as solemn as the solemn farce yclept— 
the interstate commerce commission. They have great respect for the august 
tribunal. It was organized to throw the complainant down stairs, but to 
break the fall with red-tape. 

The interstate commerce commission is a worse legislative game of flim- 
flam than the Sherman so-called anti-trust law. The latter can, to a minor 
degree, be made operative against illegal combines if, as rarely happens, 
there are federal district attorneys and an attorny general of the Joe Folk | 
stripe; but the legal powers vested in the interstate commerce commission— 
the really vital and relevant powers of a plenary nature—are nil. It is all 
for buncombe, and the people know it is for buncombe. It matters not what 
the just proclivities, desires and intentions of the honorable commissioners

may be—their hands are tied by congress. They can only hear the complaints 
rising as a cloud of witnesses against the iron-clad pooled schedules of the 
practically merged railroads, and gravely “take the matter under advisement.” 
Nothing comes of their sittings. The-British circumlocution office is not a 
circumstance to their ability to arrve at nowhere. 

In its present impotence the interstate commerce commission is Worse than 
a travestry on legislative justice. Its workings are in the main mischievous, 
confusing and confounding the whole situation. Its ostensible function 
of protecting the public against corporate monopoly and abuses only serves 
as a will-o’-the-wisp to lead trusting citizens with real grievances into a dis- 
mal swamp of distrust and uncertainty—into a veritable legal and civic 
slough of despond. Its siren song of hope has lured many a community, many 
an interest and many an individual to the harpy isle where trust power sits 
enthroned on a heap of dead men’s bones, to add their skeletons to the heap. 
Its false light beckons to a pitfall—an abyss 

The people would infinitely better appreciate the brutal honesty of no 
commission—no regulation—than to be given a stool pigeon commission and 
mock regulation. 

Georgia and Atlanta, in the extremity of their transportation wrongs, 
threaten to appeal to the interstate commérce commission. Let us not deceive 
ourselves. There is no power of relief there. 

Such relief as Is possible lies in a state’s local railroad commission. To 
the extent that she has sovereignty in the premises, Georgia must exercise 
every available power and promising measure to bring the railroads to just 
terms. 

There is no greater issue in the present presidential campaign than that 
presented by the farcical interstate commerce commission. It appeals to the 
people—the conservative, business element, if you please—as no other politi- 
cal issue can. The democratic party, through its ringing platform adopted 
at St. Louis, leaves no doubt as to where it stands on this great question. 
It is for the congressional conferrence of true plenary powers upon the inter- 
state commerce commission to enable it to really and truly regulate interstate 
commerce as was pretended, but not intended, in the organic act. Had the 
original interstate commerce act been allowed to pass as its father, John H. 
Reagan, democracy’s grand old man meant it to be enacted into law, it 
would today be a blessing and a civil bulwark instead of a delusion and a 
snare. Republican votes in the United States senate amended it into mere 
sounding brass and tinkling cymbal. 

The platform of the republican party for 1904 is blank on the whole 

subject of interstate commerce justice. 

This blankness is worrying republican leaders who keep an ear to the 
ground, and they are trying to minimize the danger of the omission by per- 
suading Candidate Roosevelt to practically duplicate the demands of the 
democratic platform in his letter of acceptance. Editor A. W. Gay, of Freight, 
a transportation journal, representing, as he says, “the great shipping public 
of the United States,” has written Candidate Roosevelt an open letter, from | 
which we are pleased to quote as follows: 

“There is an insistent, widespread demand for the passage of remedial trans- 
portation measures by congress. A petition to congress, which we are circu- 
lating, calling for an increase In the powers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, sufficient to make its ruling s operation, has already been signed by 
a great manv of the most powerful i ndustrial concerns in the country and by 
hundreds of influential business men. We declare to you, sir, on the strength 
of our extensive correspondence, whic h keeps us in close touch with the busi- 
ness public from Maine to California, t hat it is the absolute and profound con- 
viction of intelligent shippers, comprising practically the entire business inter- 
ests of the United States, that the Re publican convention made a grave mis- 
take in refusing to adopt a plank similar to that inserted in the democratic 
platform, calling for an increase in the powers of the commission. Moreover, 
we find it is the absolute conviction of business men that unless the republican 
candidates offset the democratic declaration in some measure by promising 
that the just demands of the shipping public will receive consideration at the 
next session of congress, it will cost the party many thousand votes, 

“We respectfully urge you, sir, in the name of the great shipping public 
of this country, to refer to this subjectin your letter of acceptance, assuring 
business men that you are in sympathy with their iust demands.

Loose Methods at Washington. 

The excuses given by Comptroller 
of the Currency Ridgeley for the,erro- 
neous statements concerning the abil- 
ity of southern banks to meet the de- 
mands of the cotton crop situation 
seem to indicate that there is some- 
thing radically wrong in the methods 
of doing business in that particular 
division of the treasury department. 

Certainly a serious error was made 
in the official statement just sent 
out; and as no blame can well attach 
to any officer of the department, {t 
must be the system which is at fault. 

It will be recalled that a few days 
ago there was embodied in an officiai 
resume of the financial situation sent 
out by the comptroller, the statement 
that the banks of Georgia are not 
this year, in ag good condition to meet 
the demands of the cotton crop situa- 
tion as they were a year ago. This 
statement was so at variance with the 
facts as they were understood by 
everybody in the business world, that 
The Constitution immediately insti- 
tuted a searching inquiry which em- 
braced not only the banks of the 
Georgia cities, but of the smaller 
towns as well. The testimony of all 
was to the same effect: Not only are 
the Georgia banks in better condition 
to meet the demands of trade than 
they were at the corresponding period 
last year, but they are in far better 
condition than they have been in a 
great many years. Their cash in hand 
is greater, the sums to their credit 
with their New York correspondents 
larger, and they will have to borrow 
less to meet the demands of crop 
moving than at any time since the 
war.

The South and Cuba. 

The manufacturers of Georgia and 
the south should find much that is 
stimulating and suggestive in the in- 
terview with J. L. Edwards, the rep- 
resentative of the Southern railway in 
Cuba, published in a recent issue of : 
The Constitution. Mr. Edwards as- 
sumes the position, and supports it 
with logic, that the manufacturers of 
this section are neglecting important 
trade opportunities in that island— 
probably because of ignorance regard- 
ing conditions there. 

He significantly states that of the 
$6,000,000 worth of cotton goods last 
year imported by Cuba from Euro- 
pean countries, at least $4,000,000 was 
of the grades manufactured in the 
south. Even the present republican 
tariff gives American manufacturers 
from 20 to 40 per cent advantage over 
those of Europe. When to this saving 
is added the immense difference in 
transportation charges resulting from 
our close proximity to the island, and 
the additional advantage which the ad- 
jacency of our mills to the fields con- 
fers, little imagination is necessary to 
grasp the possibilities. All that is re- 
quired is an appreciation of local con- 
ditions and a little energy, in inaugu- 
rating the campaign. 

The pith of the failure of southern 
manufacturers to make good with the 
Cuban trade is expressed in this ex- 
tract from Mr. Edwards’ interview: 

Every one’ seems to think that there 
is no reason why southern manufactur- 
ers should not supply the Island of Cuba, 
but so far there has never been any 
great effort made to secure this busi- 
ness, or at least not in the right way. 
The Cubans want their goods made in 
certain styles and patterns, and done up 
in certain kinds of packages which they 
have been used to all their life, and the 
European merchants have taken the mat- 
ter into consideration, and as a result the 
goods have been manufactured and put 
up in the shape that the Cubane want 


them, and for the same reason the Cu- 
bans have bought them. 


These same causes have militated 
against the efforts of American houses 
to obtain a foothold in South America 
and possibly other localities. Methods 
in this country differ radically from 
those in vogue in the slower-going lat- 
itudes, and while the American sales- 
man at home is expert at being “all 
things to all men,” his adaptability 
does not show so conspicuously in his 
dealings with more primitive peoples. 
In England and on the European con- 
tinent there is an improvement. The 
home office has made a closer study 
of condicions, and close racial kinship 
is a material aid. It is probable that 
with greater care applied to the Cuban 
trade problem, the same happy result 
will be reached. 


candle. It is the true irony of com- 
merce that the southern ports of Mo- 
bile, New Orleans, Savannah, Galves- 
ton, Charleston and Tampa should be 
principally occupied in shipping to 
Cuba the products of sections of the 
country other than the south.

“The sluggish situation which the 
words of Mr. Edwards’ reveal, is one 
needing a remedy. Its existence, also, 
is eloquent testimony to the para- 
mount needs of the south-—a more 
vivid realization of her resources and 
intelligent workers to develop them 
to a full bearing capacity. 


How Atlanta Quells Gambling. 
The plain statement of The Consti- 
tution, some weeks ago, that for twen- 
ty years there have been no gambling 
houses in Atlanta, has inspired an 
avalanche of incredulity, protests and 
inquiry from the press of the entire 
country. Our contemporaries, dwell- 
ing in the midst of this nightmare 
problem, and having witnessed count- 
less futile attempts to deal with it, find 
their belief and understanding stag- 
gered by the simple, blunt methods 
with which this city has met and con- 
quered all its phases. 

The following editorial extract from 
The Columbia (S. C.) State is a fair 
illustration of the manner in which the 
newspapers of the country have been 
accepting, under protest, The Consti- 
tution’s unadorned claim: 

We presume that The Atlanta Conati.- 
tution speaks advisedly when it asserts 
that there are no gambling houses in 
Atlanta and have not been for twenty 
years. In reply to an attempt on the 
part of The Chattanooga Times to ex- 
plain The Constitution's meaning to a 
doubting contemporary, the Atlanta paper 
takes occasion to repeat that “we mean 
just what we say when we declare that 
for twenty years Atlanta has been free 
from gambling houses. There is not 
now in the city of Atlanta a single gam- 
ling house of any character.” We must 
accept the word of The Constitution, but 
are puzzled to know how a city of al- 
most 100,000: inhabitants can succeed 
in so effectually stamping out this peril 
while in another city of no more than 
40,000 it is found to be an impossible 
task.

is—public sentiment! 

Public sentiment makes it impossible 
for “tin-horns” or any other gambling 
class, to operate in the city. What is 
much more vitally to the point than 
this, they insist on a rigid, impartial 
enforcement of these laws and the po 
lice, appreciating the weight of the 
sentiment behind them, do not hesitate 
to take amply adequate measures to 
gain this end. It is true, as in every 
other northern and southern city, vil- 
lage and hamlet, sporadic games may 
have occasionally flourished here for, 
perhaps a few days. But the vigilance 
of the police, aided by the activity of 
watchful civilians, detected the game, 
raided it and put such a penalty on 
the participants, victim and gambler 
alike, that there was no early repeti- 
tion of the offense. 

To the police and people of Atlanta, 
all forms of professional gambling look 
alike. The man or men, white or ool- 
ored, who set up a crap or poker or 


'Pinocle game in offices or back alleys 


for the snaring of the unwary, feel the 
hand of the law as heavily as though 
they were operating in a high-vaulted 
Palace, studded with gems of art, and 
brilliant with electric light, with doors 
agape for the player on the “black or 
white,” high dice, a royal, a bob-tail 
flush, or two or three o? a kind. 
Speaking broadly, wherever gambling 
is made a business, there the police 
step in, and with the incentive and 
Support of pnblic appreval, see that 
the law “takes its course’—in deeds 
rather than words. 

If they did not, they would be swept 
out of office by such a tidal wave of 
popular rebuke that they would never 
aspire to public favor again in At- 
lanta!l And that is the secret—a very 
open secret— or why there is no 
gambling in Atlanta. 

If any of our contemporaries doubt 
the attitude of the city in this matter— 
toward faro, roulette, professional 
poker or crap gambling—we refer them 
to our issue of a few days past, which 
relates how five individuals, convicted 
of operating these forms of hazard 
games, were fined in sums varying 
from $5 to $100, with a twelve months’ 
sentence in ihe chaingang, suspended, 
pending their good behavior. 

They know that the slightest Infrac- 
tion of the law means the enforcement 
of the remainder of that sentence.

Pditor Constitution: A copy of your 

per for July 24 reached me only re- 
gently. In it you published a letter of July 
4from Mrs. MacLouth concerning a lec- 

ture I gave in Ban Jose, Cal, June 3, 
As her letter ts full of statements which 
@o not give the facts, will you, in the 
tnterest of ¢troth and fustice, give the 
following corrections as prominent pub- 
lioation in your columns es you did her 
fetter. 

She eays, “especially did he denounce 
every department of the state govern- 
ment of Georgia—state, county and 
munictpal; the various fudictal tribunals 
from the supreme court to that presided 
over by a justice of the peace.” I not 
onty did not denounce, I did not in any 
way mention the estate government of 
Georgia, or any department, state, 
county or municipal. The only state. 
ments of mine which could be interpret- 
ef as having any Dearing whatever upon 
any department of the govenrment of 
Georgia were the following: I stated that 
it was greatly to the credit of Georgia 
and all the southern states that they 
have established and maintain and are 
constantly improving free pubdtic schools 
for whites and blacks alike. But I said 
that the statement sometimes made that 
the colored school poputation received its 
per capita proportion was not correct, 
and that Georgia. as 4 state or through 
local taxation, did not do anything for 
the education of the negro above the 
grades except fn one high school tn Au- 
gusta.

I 
also quoted from Dr. DuBois’ “Souls of 
Black Folks,” where he complains of 
these and similar conditions.

I never mentioned in any way, 
directly or indirectly, the police depart- 
ment of Atlanta or of any other city, or

After making these 
statements I referred to Dr. DuBois as @ 
representative leader of his people and 
quoted from his book where he states 
the viewa of Booker T. Washington and 
their results, and pleads for the right to 
vote, civil equality. and the education of 
youth according to ability. — 

Mrs. MacLouth says: ‘ye did not 
sveak of the race war in the Berkshire 
Hills of Massachusetts,” and other race 
troubles in the north which she men- 
tions, On the contrary, I did say *x- 
plicitly that there was much race preju- 
dice in the north. 

Mrs. MacLovuth says: “He aia aay 
something about the much abused hero, 
Captain Hobson, who !s @ personal friend 
and kinsman, but my sense of hearing ré- 
fused to ‘wire’ me just what he did say. 
I was at white heat.” What I did say 
Was: ‘When the news came that the 
whole ship's force volunteered to g0 
with Hobson on his perilous errand, the 


heart blood of even the younger chil- 
dren of our family beat faster through 
admiration of American heroism.” 

Those who heard my lecture will sub- 
stantiate all of the foregoing as repre- 
Senting what I said. The most charita- 
ble explanation of Mrs. MacLouth’s let- 
pter is thag she is a lady of such intense 
southern feeling that any criticism of the 
south throws her into a state of emo- 
tonaliem where, as she herself says, her 
‘sense of hearing refuses to wire her 
Just what” is eaid. 

As it was over a month from the time 
she heam the lecture before she wrote 
her letter. there was abundant time for 
her emotions to work upon her imagina- 
tion and lead her to make these out- 
rTageous misstatements of the facts and 
do me this monstrous injustice. 

Mrs. MacLouth says, also, that I did 
not mention the wealth accumulated by 
the negroes, the great cotton crops rais- 
ed. the favorable conditions in some re- 
garde for employment in the south, the 
multiplying of negro lawyers, teachers, 
editors, dentists, doctors and ministers. 
At Jan Jose I had about half an hour 
less time thas 1 usually have when 
speaking on this theme. On the items 
mentioned in the foregoing paragraphs 
T have a distinct memory. I usually 
mention all of the classes of items she 
refers to and say distinctly that in cer- 
tain lines of skilled industry the regro 
finds greater trouble to get employment 
tn the north than in the south; because 
of the attitude of the trades unions. I 


the most intelligent people of the south 
which differs radically from the prevai)- 
ing sentiment. and which would give the 
negro larger opportunity, and mention 
such men as Drs. Bradley, Wilmer, Lan- 
drum, Broughton fhd others of Atlanta 
and other portions of the south as repre- 
sentative of this sentiment. 

Over against Mrs. MacLouth’s tnterpre- 
tation of the spirit and effect of my lec- 
ture. I have had some southerners speak 
favorably of the lecture, and other 
southerners say that thev did not look 
at it in just the way I did; that fit would 
be a long while before my ideas, however 
good. would be realized. but she fa the 
first one I have known to put anything 
like the bitter construction she has upon 
it. 

I believe that every reasonable person 
who hears it will say that my lecture fs 
given in a Christ-like spirit, and has an 
apvreciation of the difficulties under 
which the south labors. and has a broad, 
patriotic purpose. I plead guilty to my 
lecture’s being an earnest appeal for a 
public sentiment everywhere that shall 
give the negro full manhood opportunity. 
I do not expect all to agree with me fn 
all my positions. But I do believe that 


fair-minded people everywhere are ready 
not only to.tolerate, but also to welcome 
free discussion and the publication of all 
‘the faets of the situation, whether they 
correspond to preconceived theories or 
not.

Gold Output of the World. 


(Engineering and Mining Record.) 

The total production of gold from the 
mines of the world for 410 years, or since 
there have been any record of the same 
kept, is officially given at $10,693,236,- 
302. 

The total production of gold from the 
mines of the United States since its dis- 
covery is given at $2,536,503,140. Of this 
the eastern and southern states produced 
$32,492,648, leaving $2,507,010,492 as the 
amount of gold produced by the moun- 
tainous country west of the meridian of 
Denver. California and Colorado have 
been by far the heaviest producers of the 
yellow metal, with Colorado several mil- 
lions in the lead. Or, in other words, 
this only partially explored mountainous 
country Has produced in fifty-five years, 
or since 1849, when the discovery of gold 
was made here, practically one-fourth of 
the total product of gold of the whole 
world for 410 years. 

We first gave the above comparative 
figures nine years ago, and have correct- 
ed them annually since. The figures 
above seem almost 
taken from the government statistics, 
with the exception of last year, the fig- 
ures of which are not yet published offi- 
cially, but estimated. Nor is the maxi- 
mum yet reached by any means, Each 
succeeding. year will simply erve to add 
a new record to the west’s wealth of gold 
and to its prosperity. 

The United States government official 
figures of the increase of the gold output 
of the United States and of Colorado 
during the past thirteen years, from 1890 
to the end of the year 1903, are as fol-

The roduction of gold in the United 
States in 1890 was $32,845,000. 

The production of g06ld in the United 
States in 1903 was $74,425,340, an in- 
crease of 126 3-5 per cent. 

The production of gold in Colorado in 
1890 was $4,150,000. 

The production of gold in Colorado in 
1903 was $22,705,711. giving an increase 
of 447 per cent, a phenomenal record of 
afi average increase of over 34 per cent 
per annum. 

The profit and safety of investment in 
mining have increased in greater ratio 
than the production on account of mod- 
ern improvements in mining, milling, 
smeltit#; and transportation. 

Colorpdo now produces 30 5-10 per cent, 
or, in round numbers, one-third of the 
total gold product of the United States, 
including Alaska. Colorado leads all the 
states in the union in the production. of 
gold. In the production of sflver Colo- 
rado has fallen to second place because

Physical Culture Adopted to Ward Off 
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IN GEORGIA MOUNTAINS 
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HB story of the struggle for edu- 
T cation in Rabun county, up there 

in its lonelineSs among the peaks 
of the Blue Ridge mountains, sounds 
more like romance than a plain tale from 
Georgia hills. Our party of educators 
and club women were invited to visit 
the Gap not only to see the work, but 
by our visit to give encouragement to 
the brave work being carried on for edu- 
cation by the men of the mountains. It 
is a work magnificent in its, self denial, 
‘ts patience and achievement. A _ 1!0- 
mile drive through these mountains from 
the nearest railway’ station, Tiger, 
brought us to the Gap, and into the 
beautiful Tennessee valley. 

And think of this valley, so beautiful, 
but so isolated and poor, undertaking @ 
$10,000 high school and model school, 
with training in manual, domestic and 
agriculture arts. Few of Georgia's 
richest counties have attempted any- 
thing like it in their rural] districts. 
Yet this ig being done under the leader- 
ship of one brave native mountain boy, 
supported by strong hands and eager 
hearts among his own people. In the 
brief space of a year he, with them, has 
built so well that the splendid school 
building is now half way completed. 
But its building is a story of many 
acts of real heroism, of deeds of patient 
self-sacrifice and rugged determination 
in leader and helper. It was not a 
case of making an appropriation and 
coming within its Iimits, It is being 
done by each of these mountain men 
giving of their poverty, and when they 
have no money, giving of their time ang 
labor and skill in constructing the 
school. 

Mr. Andrew J. Ritchie, their young 
leader, is one of the five natives of the 
valley that has achieved a college edu- 
cation. How he acquired it is another 
story, but full of struggle, self-denial 
and pluck. A Harvard graduate such as 
he did not have to wait for.work. He 
was soon called to the chair of English 
and literature in a Texas college on a 
generous salary. This work was con- 
genial to the taste of a college-bred 
fellow, but soon he resolved to give 
his best energies to this native valley, 
and share with his own people that for 
which he had striven. He knows them 
and loves them. As a boy he hunted 
with them on the hills and joined in all 
their simple sports. He knows their 
poverty and their worth. There is no 
finer, sturdier set of men of native en- 
dowment than these men of the valley.

There is room there to erect 
Cormitories some day. It is a beauti- 
ful site for a school, in the very heart 
of the Tennessee valley, on the crest of 
a hill, on a tract of 24 acres. The vai- 
ley itself is wonderful in its formation 
up there on top of the mounfains, nes- 
tling among the peaks of the Blue 
Ridge, entirely surrounded by hills. It 
is about 25 miles in circumference, and 
apparently has no opening into the coun. 
try beyond. nIdeed, there is but the one 
rarrow gap leading eut of the valley. 
When the Tallulah Falls railway enters 
this county, it will bring with it a new 
order of thifigs. The lands are rich 
with a luxurious vegetation, fine timber 
and quarries. Live stock may be raised 
in abundance. 

Fruits and grains grow well +p the 
valleys. The homes are almost in speak- 
ing distance. As Judge Bleckley ex- 
presses it, “Children in that region 
abound; the valleys and hilisides literal- 
ly swarm with them, and many of them 
have as bright minds as can be found on 
earth.” An ideal place for’ an improved 
mode] school, where the industrial feat- 
ure wil be especially prominent. BEspe- 
clally needed is it when there is so much 
distressing poverty and illiteracy in the 
back regions of the valley. It will be 
productive of great good to Georgia in 
developing some of the best native ma- 
terial in the state. The one who has 
come back to them to lead them without 
hope of reward is a type of what the 
valley produces through education. His 
parents are valley folks and representa- 
tives of the finest type of character. 

Mr. Ritchie’s work for the Rabun High 
school is not only indorsed but urged by 
all Georgians interested in the cam- 
paign for better rural education tn Geor- 
gia, and they ask for this work financial 
support and encouragement. Among 
those who have especially commended it 
are Chancellor Hill, State Superintend- 
ent Merritt, Hon. Clark Howell, Hon. 
Hoke Smith, Judge Logan Bleckley and 
United States Judge Emory Speer and 
President Brunson. 

The coming fall and winter will be a 
crucial time in the forwarding of this 
work, and Professor Ritchie will, I know, 
welcome a visit from any who are in- 
terested in the work to give a word of 
cheer to his colaborers, and I am sure he 
will also be most grateful for all assist- 
ance possible in prosecuting his self- 
4mposed task of securing facilities for 
higher and better education for the 
children of northeast Georgia. 

The school will be a public institution, 
operated in connection with the public 
schoo] system of Georgia, and permanent- 
ly supported by public school funds, 
small fees for tuition and private sub- 
scriptions. The general education 
board has already given $500 toward 
oeprating it the first year. Local taxa- 
tion will later aid in its support.

In classifying railroads the commis- 
sion adopts what is known as a “stand- 
ard tariff’ wpon which all freight rates 
are based, as this standard tariff relates 


to every commodity shipped over the 
railroads of the state. The railroads, in 
turn, are divided into four classes, based 
upon the earning capacity of the several 
roads. 

The first class, known as class A, can 
charge only the standard tariff. The 
Second class, or class B, may charge the 
standard tariff plus 20 per cent on a 
large number of indicated commodities. 
The third class, or class C, may charge 
the standard tariff, plus 25 per cent: and 
the fourth class, or class D, may charge 
the standard tariff plus a graduated scale

Of the seven roads involved in Atlanta’s 
fight for fair rates the first three named 
are placed by the ralflroad commission in 
class A and the remaining four in class C. 

Can Change Standard. 

Now it is within the province and power 
of the raflroad commission to modify or 
change this standard tariff and the clas- 
sification of railroads at any time the 
commission believes equity and justice 
demand such a change. And it is con. 
ceded that when Georgia communities 
afte made to suffer by reason of un- 
fair and discriminative rates it is un- 
questionably a proper time for revision 
of the commission's tariff and class!fi- 
cations. 

Another salient feature of the present 
Status of railroad rates in Georgia has 
been brought to light by the recent cru- 
Side for lower and more equitable rates. 
This fact {gs that the standard tariff of 
Georgia railroads was fixed some twenty 
years ago-—-at a period when prices of 
commodities shipped were higher than 
how and when cost of transportation 
Was infinftely greater. Different com- 
Modities have been shifted from one class 
to another under the standard tariff, for 
the standard tariff is also classified, but 
the general structure of the rates stands 
today in practically the same condition as 
When created two decades past. 

As an illustration steel rails have 
been «cited. Twenty years ago steel 
Tails could not be purchased for less 
than $125 a ton, but today they can be 
bought in any market for $25 a ton. 
Twenty years ago a ‘railroad lccomotive 
Was able to pull about half the freight 
the great puffing monsters of this day 
can manage, Twenty years ago there 
W2s more waste of fuel, so that now a 
bigger, more powerful engine burns no 
More, or perhaps not as much, coal as its 
Predecessor. Many other facts indicating 
&necessity for revision of rates might be 
Mentioned, but the foregoing, being most 
vious, are most frequently cited. 

The same facts that apply to steel rail 
thipments apply to shipments of a vast 
Variety of other commodities, and, 80 
far as railroad économy of today is con- 
ferncd, they apply to all shipments, for 
It rosts car less to haul a tom or a car 
of any commadity today than it did twen- 
ty years ago. .

Battle One of the Bloodiest in 


history 


Hand to Hand Infantry Duels Around 
Liao-Yang Have Exploded The- 
ory That All War Must 
Now Be at Long 
Distance. 


St. Petersburg, September 4.—2:30 a. 
m.—The battle of Ld4ao-Yang, which be- 
gan with a Japanese advance on August 
24, the day of tht ch-istening of the 
czarevitch and concluded Saturday, Sep- 
tember 3, with the retreat of General 
Kuropatkin, is believed to have been the 
longest and bloodiest of history. 

Numerous incidents of the fighting up- 
set the theory evolved by experiences in 
the Boer war that a modern battle must 
necessarily be fowght at long range. 
Both sides repeatedly met in hand-to- 
hand encounters in bayonet charges. and 
the men of both sides were often so 
near each other that they could dis- 
tinguish features and hear words of 
command. In one instance they were 
separated only by the width of the rail- 
road, and actually threw stones at each 
other. The mad heroism of the Japanese 
and the stubborn tenacity of the Russian 
has seldom, if ever, been paralleled. 

Corroespondents say that seevral of 
the bayonet attacks made by the Jap- 
anese during the battle have been forced 
by the depletion of ammunition, of which 
modern arms entall such extravagant 
expenditure. The Japanese came on with 
empty guns and with hopes of finishing 
the attack with cold steel, but it was 
proved at their own cost that such at. 
tacks cannot be driven home in the face 
of the re of breech-loading guns. 

Artillery Suffered Terribly. 

The Russian artillervmen suffered ter- 
ribiy in the prolonged fighting south of 
wounded. and when a fresh battery was 
brought up into position. the surviors of 
the original batery nrotesied with tears 
at being removed, hexcxing to be allow- 
ed to die beside their own guns. 

The work of the Red Cross, which, 
throughout the war has been the most 
devoted on both sides. has proved al- 
most as dangerous to nurses and doctors 
as has the work of the combatants. 
Many bearers and their assistants have 
been killed or wounded in attending to 
the injured under fire. A ssiter of 
mercy was killed and a surgeon wounded 
in the final assaults on Liao-Yang. 

Telegraph operators and  correspond- 
ents also have suffered severely. Two 
correspondents of the Associated Press 
have been shot and one has been dec- 
orated for braverv. 

Dur'ng the ten days’ fighting the con- 
dition ef the soldiers in both armies 
has been pitiable’ Many of the Japan- 
ese prisoners were starving and almost 
naked when cavtured. which, speaks vol- 
umes for Japanese endurance.

Yang, and General Kuropatkin, 
through whom Russia believed the 
reputation of its arms would be saved, 
is in full retreat northward, while 
one of his chief aids, General Stakel- 
berg, with his command, the First 
Siberian army corps, numbering 25,- 
000 men, is cut off to the westward 
of Liao-Yang. 

The Russians are concentrating at 
Yentai, but the dispatches thus far 
give no intimation as to whether they 
will make a stand there, or even 
whether the Japanese are pursuing 
their foe in flight. It is not known 
whether the Japanese will stop at 
Liao-Yang and fortify, and with the 
Taitse river between them and Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin’s forces, will en- 
deavor either to become defenders im 
case the Russians should attack, or 
by inaction, should they not, end the 
campaign at Liao-Yang.

While in 
Blue Fields I saw Mr. Emanuel Stein- 
hardt, who once lived about Martins 
| Station, out from Selma, I made my way 
to British Columbia, where I saw Judge 
Frank Randolph, who formerly lived in 
Montgomery. I decided that he might 
recognize me through descriptions they 
sent out and I left that country and 
went to Peru, in South America. I joined 
| the Pernvian army and fought against 

Chile. After that I wandered back 
Over the isthmus and went into old 
| Mexico. Traveling all over that country 
I landed in the territory of the Yuaqui 
Indians and joined them in their strug: 
gle against the Diaz government. Six 
months of that was enough, and I de- 
serted the Indians and turned my face 
toward the states again. On the ist of

HAS A RIGHT TO BREAD

OME. September 3.—What !s rath- | ? 
R er a new theory has just been put | @ 

forth by Signor Sangiorgi, the | 
wealthy Italian philanthropist. He de- 
Clareg that there is one thing to which 
every one born into the world has a 
righi—bread. The signor has just! 
written a book to prove that it is the | 
duty of the state to provide bread for | 
@Uch of its inhabitants as cannot afford | 
to buy it. Better still, however, he has | 
established at his own expense at Mas- | 
palombarda a “House of Bread,’’ to put 
his theory into practice and furnish the | 
government with an object lesson as to 
the beneficence and practicality of his 
syvetem. One immediate consequence of 
the opening of this establishment has | 
been to reduce the price and improve | 
the quality of the bread supplied by pri- 
vate bukeries in the neighborhood. 

Signor Sangiorgi proposes that the 
government should establish similar in- 
etitutions throughout Italy, where bread 
wilt be provided to the general public at 
almost cost price, to charitable institu- 
tlens at cost price, and to the needy for 
mothing. He contends that properly 
conducted they could be made self-sup- 
perting, the profits derived from those 
Who buy bread of them defraying the | 
cost of what is given away. If any sur- 
plus remains, he would invest it as a 
reserve fund, so that in periods of ex- 
ctptional distress the state bakeries 
might be able to meet the ingreased de- | 
mand for free bread. 

Of course, the bakers thernselves ara) 
strongly opposed to the project. They | 
have raised a prodigious how! over if, | 
declaring that the general adoption of | 
‘such a svstem would ruin them, and 
that bread cannot be sold cheaper than 
at present without losing money, which 
would leave no gains to pay for the 
Dread that is given away. 

This last statement, however, is prov- 
ed false by experience. At Catania and 
Palermo, the latter a city with 370,000 
intabitants, bread making has been 
taken over by the municipalities with 
the result that bread In these places is 
Much cheaper than when the public 
were dependent on private bakeries for 
it, while the municipalities muke a sub- 
stantial profit out of the business.

The family and workmen had gone to 
dinner in the new house when the future 
vice presidential candidate, then a little 
black-haired tot, in black skirt and 
apron, tried to replenish the fire by put- 
ting in some shavings. As he opened the 
door some coals dropped out, and within 
a few seconds the cabin was ablaze. The 
fire was between him and one ddor, and 
he tried to force his way. out e other 
door, Which was jammed up th lum- 
ber. He was burned slightly before he 
succeeded in getting through. He was, 
however, more frightened than hurt, and 
pale and the sriow on the ground he made 
his way inte the room where the family 
were dining and said: “Mamma, I guess 
the carpenter shop will burn down.” 

The men jumped to their feet and look- 
ed out of the window The whole house 
was in flames, and an hour later this 
prospective vice président’s birthplace 


was in ashes. 
Pays To Be Born'on a Farm. 

I had a chat with Mr. Fairbanks when 
he was first elected to the senate about 
his experiences in those early days. He 
then told me that his work as 4 farmer's 
boy had been of service to him all his 
life, and he said he thought it pald a hoy 
to be born on a farm.

Elisha’s wise choice reminds us of Solo- 
mon’s. He gives the prophet another as- 
suring token of his fitness to be his suc- 
cessor. He asks for what pertains solely 
to his success in his holy calling—a double 
portion of Elijah’s spirit. Not twice as 
much as Elijah had. That would be in- 
congruous. Not an evangelical spirit 
which would be twice as good as the legal 
spirit. 
such a contrast. 


But it is as if Elisha 


|had said, “If you wish to bestow a part- | 


ing gift, which shall serve at once as a 
memorial of your affection and be help- 
ful to me in my career, recognize me as 


‘your eldest by law; give me, for example, | 
‘twice as much of the prophet spirit as! 


;comes on any one of the fifty of your 
, younger sons on yonder hilitop.’’ 
Elijah answered: ‘You have done hard 
‘In asking. for the mattetr is not one of 
‘explicit revelation to me. However, we 
will put it into the Lord’s hands in this 
way: I do not know how I am to quit 
the earth, whether visibly or invisibly. 
If in the former manner, so that you see 
me when I am taken from you, take it 
as the Lord's own token that your re- 
quest is granted, and that a double por- 
tion of prophet spirit is yours.”’ 

Any attempt of minute description of 
Elijah’s translation leads to exaggerated 
rhetoric. Human language can not de- 
pict the scene. It was a theophany. The 
Lord’s minister on this occasion, as On so 
many others, was a flaming fire—‘‘a cha- 
‘riot of fire and horses of fire and parted 
(them both asunder: and Elijah went up 
by a whirlwind into heaven.’’ 

‘“‘My father! my father! (thou) chariot 
of Israel and (thou) horseman thereof!’’ 
—an epitaph without a tombstone! Com- 
‘mitted to the immortal custody of the 
‘sacred Scriptures, it has survived many 
a panegyric ‘‘sculptured in the rock or 
graven with an iron stylus on a sheet of 
lead forever.’’ ‘The first exclamation is 

‘expressive of that tender relationship sub- 
|sisting between the prophet in the air 
'and the pruphet on the earth. It Is as if 
Elisha ‘had said: ‘“‘Ah! I see thee! Thoy 
art then my father and I the eldest of the 
prophetic sons. By the Lord's own token 
mine is now the double portion of the 
‘eldest son.” 

The remainder of the epitaph tells with 
‘Oriental picturesqueness what the Tish- 
bite was to Isreal. The chariot was the 
| strongest arm 
| vice, corresponding to our modern artil- 
lery. It was usually built of oak, cov- 
ered sometimes with metal. As many 
as three poles and as many spans of 
horses were hitched abreast; from the 
hubs hooked blades extended. Imagine 
such a deadly engine, driven at full speed 
into the ranks of an enemy! No wonder
